They didn’t 
have karate class, and they didn’t 
have the cold-cash-for-reading pro- 
gram. All they ever gave us was a 
lousy certificate with gold stickers on 
it. And you had to read ten books 
before you even got that. 

| could have worked this 
scam so smoothly I’d still be living off 
the profits today. First of all, you 
always start with Animal Farm by 
George Omell, the book that no- 
body would ever read except thatit’s 
the shortest book ever written that 
impresses teachers. Next, you find 
one of those rinky-dink branch librar- 
ies that stocks a full supply of Cliff's 
Notes. On a good day, you could 
rack up forty bucks, even if you had 
to write a book report on every book. 


Third, you can always find at 
least one teacher who believes the 
Hardy Boys books are educational. 
And if that doesn’t work, you can 
read obscure sports books with 
Strange titles that are just barely 
impressive enough to make the 
teacher think there’s something valu- 
able inside.

A pair of strong temblors 
KS] rocked a wide area of Mex- 
ico froman epicenter along 

the coast of Guerrero. The strongest 
caused panic in Mexico City where 
residents rushed into the streets. 

Parts of central California and 
western Nevada were shaken by a 
sharp quake and several after- 
shocks that knocked pictures off the 
walls of homes near Bishop, Calif. 

In a very active week for world- 
wide seismic activity, movements 
were also felt in Taiwan, the Aleu- 
tian Islands, the northern Philip- 
pines, Western Samoa and the 
Tonga Islands, extreme southern 
Japan, southeast Iran, central and 
southern Alaska, New Britain, and 
southern Texas. 


Tropical Storms 
Cyclone Adel left at least 
6) one person dead and more 
‘than 800 homes destroyed 
after it moved through the Solomon 
Islands. The center of the storm 
passed directly over Bougainville 
then lost force before reaching the 
Papua New Guinea capital of Port

The United News of India reported 
that violence erupted when irate, 
thirsty residents of Jaipur, the most 
popular tourist destination in the 
country, blocked the New Delhi- 
Jaipur highway and threw stones at 
police officers. The water table in 
many areas has either dried up or 
dipped to a dangerously low level. 
In New Delhi and Madras, people 
get piped water in driblets on alter- 
nate days for only one hour.

U.S. an extremely wet winter and 


breaking a drought in the Andes, the 
warm ocean currents are predicted 


to bring a drier than normal mon- 
soon season to northern India and 
Pakistan, and an unusually dry sum- 
mer to Central America. Increased 
tropical storm development off Mex- 
ico may send surges of rainfall into 
the Great Basin of the U.S. during 
the next few months. 

It's believed that El Nino's atmo- 
spheric disruptions were responsi- 
ble for recent floods and mudslides 
from Ecuador to northern Chile.

Moo Noi, a baby 
sea cow, was accidentally captured 
in afishing net and has barely eaten 
enough to survive since it was 
brought to the Marine Biological 
Center. “Right now we have a male 
scientist working with Moo Noi, but 
| feel that the dugong doesn’t feel 
quite happy,” said Plodprasop 
Suraswadi, Director General of the 
Department of Fisheries. He seeks 
awoman whowillspendtwoto three 
hours a day in the water, feeding and 
playing with the dugong, which is 
about three feet long. “Our experi- 
ence is that they are very sensitive 
and need love very much,” Plodpra- 
sop added.
